Dr. Joseph Charles Price ( 1 854- 1 893) was the 
founder and first President of the college. A 
brilliant scholar, great Gospel Preacher, 
world-famous orator, and advocate for the 
common man, Dr. Price sought to educate the 
whole man; his hands, his head and his heart. 
During his ten years as President of the 
college, Dr. Price attracted students, friends and funds through 
the sheer power of his personality and Christian compassion. 
His great faith and hope for the future has been epitomized in 
this famous quotation of his: "I do not care how dark the night; 
I believe in the coming of the morning."

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Livingstone College and 
Hood Theological 
Seminary were originally 
founded as Zion Wesley 
Institute by a group of 
A.M.E. Zion Institute 
ministers for the purpose 
of training ministers in 
Cabarrus County, town ol 
Concord, North Carolina, 
in 1879. After three brief 
sessions, directed by 
principals Bishop C.R. 
Harris and Joseph Charle< 
Price, Lincoln University, 
PA, class of 1879, and 
Bishop J.W. Hood 
changed their role as 
delegates to the 
Ecumenical Conference 
and became fund-raisers 
with the mission to re- 
establish Zion Wesley 
Institute. The Rowan 
County town of Salisbury 
gave the trustees a 
generous donation of 
SI. 000 and an invitation 
o relocate the school to 
Salisbury. They accepted 
both gifts and the college 
•eopened in Salisbury in 
1882 with Dr. Price as 
president. 

The new site was J. M. 
Gray's farm called Delta 
Grove, which consisted o: 
one building and 40 acres 
of land. 

n 1887, by an act of 
egislature, the name Ziot 
Lesley Institute was 
:hanged to Livingstone 
Tollege in honor of Davii 
Jvingstonc, the great 
Christian missionary, 
philanthropist, and 
;xplorcr. 

Since its inception, the 
college has had two 
principals and seventeen 
presidents, including six 
intern presidents. Among 
it's possessions, the 
institution owns 272 acres 
ofland and the physical 
plant that currently 
consists of twenty-one 
brick buildings, seven of 
which are listed int he 
National Register of 
Historic Places.

Dr. Jimmy R. Jenkins, Sr. wasn't looking for a 
job when members of the Livingstone College 
Board of Trustees approached him about the 
College's top administrative post in 2006. After 
considering the position, he told BOT members 
he would accept only if they allow him to 
implement a holistic college on campus. 
Fortunately for Livingstone College, Board 
members said yes and so did Dr. Jenkins! Since 
Dr. Jenkins' arrival, the College's enrollment has 
increased, its debts have been reduced and Blue 
Bear pride has been instilled in students, staff, 



faculty and alumni and alike. Ever the visionary. 
Dr. Jenkins has brought innovative programs to 
campus, including The Bridge Program and the 
Color-Coded ID Card program. The Bridge 
Program is for students who come to campus the 
summer before their freshman year. He was also 
instrumental in establishing The 
Commemorative Classic, the annual football 
clash between Livingstone's Blue Bears and the 
Johnson C. Smith University Golden Bulls -- the 
first two black colleges to play an organized 
football game on Dec. 27, 1892.

dedicated in 1908. Andrew 
Carnegie, a benefactor of 
libraries throughout the country, 
donated funds in 1905 for the 
construction of the first library 
building at Livingstone College. 
The appeal for the $12,500.00 
donation was made by Dr. 
Booker T. Washington, Dr. W.H. 
Goler (Livingstone College 
President), and Bishop George 
W. Clinton of the A.M.E. Zion 
Church. Bricks for the erection of 
the building were made on the 
campus. The library was 
completed in 1908 and named the 
Andrew Carnegie Library. 
Sizable additions have been made 
to the library that now houses 
more than 65,000 volumes. 

Mr. Carnegie was born in 1837 in 
Dunfemline, Scotland. He was an 
American industrialist and 
philanthropist. Mr. Carnegie died 
in 1919 at the age of 84. He is 
buried in a cemetery in Sleepy 
Hollow, New York.
